The people of West Berkeley have 
been called upon to assemble in mass 
meeting at the Beacon Engine House 
this evening and it is hoped that every 
citizen will turn out as the questions 
that will come before the meeting are 
of the utmost importance to the whole 
town of Berkeley. 


The papers published at Shattuck 
avenue have charged the people of 
the west end with being obstructionists 
stating that West Berkeley always has 
opposed and defeated the progress of 
the town and advise West Berkeley to 
incorporate as a commonwealth of its 
own. 


Of course these publications do not 
represent the feelings of the majority 
of East Berkeley, 
consequently but 
little attention should be paid to them, 
and the G A Z E T T E is probably to blame 
for republishing them, for otherwise 
the public would have never known 
that they were published. 


The people of West Berkeley should 
attend the meetiug this evening deter­ 
mined to stand together and give an 
expression on the matter of bonds that 
they will stand by an election day. 


There will be speakers present from 
other sections of town who will give 
their opinion as to the amount of 
bonds that should be voted for, and 
their views may agree with yours. The 


G A Z E T T E would advise, however, that 
each of these persons be questioned as 
to his good faith as to how he stands 
upon the bonds for the town acquiring 
a wharf out to deep water. 
This is a 
matter that the people are vitally in­ 
terested in and they would willingly 
vote bonds for a handsome 
High 
School in East Berkeley if they can 
secure a wharf in West Berkeley. Both 
are needed and as far as the prosperity 
of the town is concerned we believe 
that the wharf is the most needed. If 
we had the wharf it would be but a 
short time before additional school 
facilities would be needed, so we think 
they should both come at the same 
time, as nearly as possible to do so 
under the law. 


Everybody should turn out and at­ 
tend the meeting tonight because it 
is upon your expression that the Board 
of Trustees will name the amount of 
bonds to be voted for. 


IS IT SINCERE ? 


The GAZETTE has always maintained 
that the Advocate was not sincere in 
its' claim against the back room saloons 
of Berkeley, and we are now thor­ 
oughly convinced that its temperance 
policy has only been a cloak under 
which to hide its real objects. We 
have become convinced of this from 
several reasons. 
First, because the 
articles never sounded as though they 
were sincere; secondly, because the 
Advocate has called attention to the 
fact that liquors were being sold at 
Fonzo's and at the Acheson hotel, yet 
with this knowledge it has solicited 
advertisements from the proprietors of 
these places, and advertised these same 
houses as first-class headquarters for 
students to room and board; 
third, 
that while she is patting the Marshal 
on the back with one hand, with the 
other she is giving the students' club 
in the Shattuck block time to get any 
stuff they have on hand out of the 
way belore the Marshal seizes it. None 
of these statements can be controverted 
as they are all from the columns of the 
Advocate, the last one, which reads as 
follows, being published in the last 
issue: 


"The Marshal is keeping his eye on 
one of the student clubs which has 
apartments in the Shattuck block. He 
does not wish to make the law ob­ 
noxious, but at the same time it must 
be observed." 


Is it making the law obnoxious to 
enforce its requirements upon all who 
disobey it, alike? 
We do not thin 


that it was made for a certain few, and 
that others, because they are students 
or anybody else, should be allowed to 
go unmolested. 


That others do not believe in the 
sincerity of the Advocate is apparent 
from the remark made by Mr. W. H. 
Bone, one of the most ardent Prohibi­ 
tionists in town, at the meeting in the 
Methodist church Sunday evening. 


Mr. Bone was saying words of praise 
for Marshal Lloyd for enforcing the 
law, when he was asked to say some­ 
thing in tavor of the Advocate for its 
course. 
Mr. Bone replied as follows: 


"I cannot conscientiously do so, breth­ 
ren, as I honestly believe that under 
the same law the 
Advocate 
office 
should have been raided too."

such houses, and shall report his action to such 
Health OflPcer. 


The above and foregoing provisions are in­ 
tended to apply to all new houses erected here­ 
after In Berkeley and to all alterations of any 
house In Berkeley if such alterations or addi­ 
tions Involve any plumbing work affecting sani­ 
tation. 


In addition to the foregoing duties the said 
Sanitary Inspector shall inspect any und all 
changes made In existing plumbing affecting 
sanitation in the Town of Ber.teley, whether 
the same concerns water-closets, sinks, basins, 
bathtubs, or any other plumbing work what­ 
ever; and shall Inspect all new plumbing work 
in any house in Berkeley and see that the same 
Is in compliance with Uie sanitary ordinances 
of the Town of Berkeley in relation to plumb­ 
ing.
